Washington, D.C., July 23.— The offi- 
cial correspondence between the Secretary 
of State and t he British government con- 
cerning the Behring Sea controversy, wa? 
submitted to congress to-day by tho Presi- 
dent. The letter of Secretary lihiino trans- 
mitting the correspondence to the President, 
and the letter of the President transmitting 
it to congress are merely formal, Blaini 
stating simply that be sincerely regrets tin. 
delay in transmission. The corrcspondeuci 
transmitted is from August '21th, 1S89, to 
July 19th, 1890. The first lotter is from 
Mr. Edwards, First Secretary of the British 
Legation at Washington, to Blaine, in whicl 
the Secretary of State is informed 
that repeated rumors have reached 
Her Majesty's government that United 
States cruisers have stopped, searched and 
then seized British vessels in Behring Sea 
outside the three mile limit. Edwards fur- 
ther states that the Marquis of Salisbury 
desired liim to ask that stringent instruc- 
tions be sent to the U. S. officers in Alaskii 
to prevent the possibility of such occurence- 
again taking place. "In conclusion," says 
Mr. Edwards, "the Marquis of Salis- 
bury desires me to say that Sir 
.Julian Patinocfote will be prepared on his 
return to Washington in the autumn to dis- 
cuss the whole question, and Her Majesty's 
government wish to point out to the United 
States government that a settlement can 
only be hindered by any measures of force 
wbtcll may be resorted to by the United 
States." In his letter to I'M wards, Mr. 
Blaine states that the U. S. government de- 
sires lo have the matter settled on a basis 
honorable to both nations. In this letter 
Blaine says that in the opinion of the 
President the points at issue between the 
two governments are capable of prompt 
adjustment on u basis entirely honorable to 
both. On Sept. 12th, Edwards again ad- 
dressed a nolo to Secretary Blaine, urging 
an answer to the request that stringent in- 
structions he sent to Alaska to prevent the

in Behring Spa. Ho stated also that the 
British government was earnestly awaiting 
the reply of the United Stales on this sub- 
ject, as recent reports of seizures were 
causing much excitement both in England 
and Canada. Replying to this note on 
Sept. 14th, Secretary Blaine said be had 
supposed that Edwards' mention id the 
fact that Sir Julian Panncefote would pro- 
ceed to u. full discussion of the question j 
after his arrival in October, removed till 
necessity of a preliminary corresUondeuce 
touching its merits, "Referring more 
particularly to the question which you 
repeat, for an answer, 1 ' Secretary Blaine 
says, "1 have the honor to inform you that 
a categorical response would have been and 
still is impracticable, unjust to this govern- 
ment, and misleading to the govern- 
ment ot Her Majesty. It was, 
therefore, in the judgement, of the 
President that the whole subject could 
more wisely be remanded to the formal dis- 
cussion, so near at hand, which Her Majes- 
ty's government has proposed, and to which 
the government of tho United .States bus 
cordially assented, It is proper, however, to 
add, that any instructions sent to Behring's 
Sea at the time of your original request up- 
on the 24th of August, would have failed 
to reach those waters before the departure 
of the vessels of the United States. On Oc- 
tober 2nd, a note from the Marquis of Salis- 
bury to Edwards was handed to Secretary 
Blaine. In it he says: "Her Majesty's 
government are fully sensible of the im- 
portance of this question, and of the great 
value which will attach to an international 
agreement, in respect to it, and Her Majes- 
ty's representative will be furnished with 
requisite instructions in ease the Secretary 
of State should be willing to enter 
upon the discussion."

On No- 
vember the 1 1 tli, 1SS7, Lord Salisbury, in a 
letter to Secretary Blaine says: "In an 
official interview with the minister from the 
United States (Mr. Phelps), he cordially 
agreed that a code ol regulations should be 
adopted for the preservation of seals in 
Behring's Sea from destruction at improper 
times by improper means by citizens of 
either country," and Lord Salisbury sug- 
gested that Phelps "should obtain from 
his government and submit to hit.i 
(Lord Salisbury) a sketch of the system 
of regulations which would be adequate for 
such a purpose. Further interviews were 
held during the following month of 
February, 1SSS, between Lord Salisbury 
and the American minister, accompanied by 
the Russian ambassador. In answer to 
Lord Salisbury's request, Phelps submitted 
tile " regulations" which the United States 
desired, and in a dispatch of February 25th, 
Mr. Phelps communicated the following tu 
Mr. liayard, secretary of state: "Lord 
Salisbury assents to your proposition to 
establish by mutual arrangements between 
the governments interested a close time for 
fur seals between April loth and November 
loth, and between the Kith degree of longi- 
tude west and the 170th degree, of 
longitude east in the Behring's sea, and he 
will cause an act to be introduced in parlia- 
ment to give effect to this arrangement as 
soon as it can be prepared." You will 
observe, Secretary Blaine says, then that 
from the 11th Nov., 1887, to the 23rd of 
April, 1SHS, Lord Salisbury had in every 
form of speech assented to the necessity of a 
close season. The United States had no 
reason, therefore, to doubt that the whole 
dispute touching the seal fisheries was 
practically fettled. Indeed, to have dis- 
trusted it would have been to question 
THE OOOD FAITH Qtf LOUD SALISBURY. 
For several weeks following April 28th, 
Mr. lilaiue says there were many calls by 
Americans at the Foreign Otiico to learn 
whether "Canada had been board from." 
He called alone and called in company with 
the Russian minister. Finally on the 20th 
June Lord Salisbury told him that an ur- 
gent telegram had been sent to Canada a 
week ago with respect to the delay in its 
expedition, and that a reply had been re- 
ceived by the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies saying that the matter will be 
taken up immediately.

That it is a 
fact now held beyond denial or doubt that 
tho taking of seals iu the open sea rap- 
idly leads to tho extinction of the 
species and therefore the nations 
possessing territory upon which seals 
can increase their numbers by natural 
growth should refrain from the slaughter of 
them in open sea. Blaine further main- 
tained that the laws of the sea, and the 
liberty which it confers, do not justify acts 
which are informal in themselves und 
which inevitably lead to results against the 
interests and against the welfare of man- 
kind; und lie proceeds to justify the forcible 
resistance of the United States government 
by the necessity of defending not only their 
own tradit ional and established rights, hut 
also tho rights of good morals and good 
government the world over. Ho declares 
that while the United States will not with- 
hold from any nation the privileges which 
they demanded themselves when Alaska 
was part of the Russian empire, they are 
not disposed to exercise in t he possession 
acquired from Russia any less power or 
authority than they were willing to concede 
to the imperial government of Russia 
when its sovereignty extended over them. 
He claims from friendly nations a recogni- 
tion of the same rights and privileges mi the 
land and iu the waters of Alaska which the 
same friendly nations always conceded to 
Russia. On February 10th, 181)0, Sir Julian 
Pauncefote wrote lo Secretary Blaine to in- 
form him that the British government were 
willing to invite the participation of Russia 
in a renewed negotiation for 

A SETTLEMENT OF THE UONTROVEKdV. 
Ill a letter from the Marquis of Salisbury, 
writing under date of May 22nd, 1890, in 
reply to Secretary Blaine's, the marquis re- 
plying to an argument that the seizures of 
Canadian vessels were justified by 
the fact that they were engaged 
in a pursuit that ' is in itself 
contra bonus mores, asks, first —whether the 
pursuit and killing of fur seals in certain 
parts of the open sea is, from the point of 
view of international morality, an offence 
contra l onos mores ; and secondly— whether 
if such be the case, this fact justifies seizure 
on tho high seas and subsequent confisca- 
tion in time of peace of private vessels of a 
friendly nation. It is an axiom of 
international maritime law, he says, 
that such action is only admissible 
iu case of piracy or in pursuance 
of special international agreement. This 
principle has been universally recognized 
by jurists, and very distinctly laid down by 
President Tyler in his special message to 
congress, dated 27th February, 1845, when, 
after acknowledging the right lo de- 
tain and search a vessel on suspicion 
of piracy, he goes on to say : — 
"With a single exception, no nation has in 
lime of peace any authority to detain ships 
of another nation upon the high seas on any 
pretext whatever, outside the territorial 
jurisdiction." Now pursuit of seals in open 
sea, under whatever circumstances, has 
never hitherto been considered piracy by 
any civilized state, and even if the United 
States had gone so far as to make the

without interruption or intrusion from any 
source."

Adams wrote us follows to the United 
States minister in Russia: "The United 
States can admit no part of those claims. 
Their right of navigation and fishing is per- 
fect, and has been in constant exercise from 
the earliest times throughout tho whole 
southern extent of the ocean, subject only 
to ordinary exceptions and exclusions of 
territorial jurisdiction. That the right of 
Qshlng, thus asserted, Included the right of 
killing fur-bearing animals is shown in the

Organisation of the Brit fa Columbia Tun* 
Ding and Ma umtulig Comjiany 
(LlmltRd.) 

An influential meeting of those interested 
in the manufacturing industries of tne city 
assembled in the office of Robinson and 
Fieling, .08 Fort street, last evening, for the 
purpose of forming a joint stock company, 
under the Provincial Company Liability 
Act, for the tanning und manufacturing of 
leather in all its branches. 

Mr. Johnson, who has been long and fa- 
vorably identified with the tanning industry 
of the city, occupied the chair. 

The chairman having stated tho object of 
the meeting in a few concise phrases, re- 
marked that there was never a more favor- 
able opportunity for the tanning industry 
than at present. The raw material was

Formerly 
the tanners of Victoria furnished employ- 
ploymcnt to 3U0 men, and, shame be it said, 
to day not one was employed in that mi- 
portanl industry. Nanaiiiio, seeing the 
want, jumped at the chance and has now u 
splendid tannery iu full operation, with the 
contemplation to extend their 1 omuls of 
production at any early day. 

Major Nieholles as president, and Messrs. 
Ker (nracktnuu & Ivor), Jensen and John- 
son, directors, and Mr. R. 11. McManus, 
secretary, pro-teni, were elected un- 
animously. 

The title of the new enterprise is the

A Cyclone Sweeps Over North Dakota, 
Killing: Several People and De- 
molishing 1 Property. 



Fatal Fire in a Cincinnati Tenement 
House— Three Bodies Burned 
to a Crisp. 



Cyclone la Norlb Dakota. 

Minneapolis, Minn., July 23. —A special 
to the Tribune from Fargo, N.D., suys a 
•yclone passed over the northern portion of 
this county about 3 p.m. There were seven 
persons killed. The Tribune's special from 
Fargo aiiys details of the cyclone arc meagre. 
The only thing learned is that the storm 
struck Bowen, Clifford and Gulesburg, about 
12 miles northwest of Hunter in the south- 
ern portion of thu trail land, and in the 
northern portion of Cass county. It was a 
regulation cyclone, tearing and twisting 
across tho country, levelling buildings anil 
destroying crops. Five persons were killed 
and D man and his wife probably fatally in- 
jured near Clifford. The wires to the 
branch lines are prostrated and particulars 
will he late as reporters must drive miles to 
the telegraph station. A hail storm did 
considerable damage about 12 miles soutl 
of Fargo. 

An Elrclrical Storm, 

Minneapolis, July 2,'l. — The Tribune's 
special from Ashland says the most reinar 
ablo electrical storm ever known in this 
region passed over Northern Wisconsin to 
night. It was accompanied by a territi 
downpour of rain and heavy wind. Severn 
houses, barns, outhouses, trees and fences 
in this city were wrecked. No one was in- 
jured. It is reported from points outside 
that all railroads in this section will suffer 
badly, and some damage was done in neigh 
boring towns. 

A Wfcolcxnle Murder. 

Austin, Texas, July 23. — Near Hutton, a 
small town 28 miles north of here, a Mexi 
can named Vitoln Melle, his wife, two 
daughters and a little son lived. Last night 
their home wis invaded, and, without pro- 
vocation, Vitola and his wife and five-year 
old daughter Were shot and killed. A 
daughter, seventeen years old, and her little 
brother escaped to neighbors and told their 
story. James Oibbs and his son and John 
Andrew Hutton, who have been arrested, 
are charged with the crime. The cause of 
the killing is supposed to be revenge. 

The Contract Labor Law. 

Philadelphia, July 23. — Thirty-two 
Arabs, who arrived here on the steamer 
Pennsylvania from Liverpool, are detainct 
on suspicion of having been in the country 
ii violation of the contract labor law 
Ounas Abdemont, who says he is a member 
of the Paris firm of John Abdemont, with 
branch office at 58 Washington street, New 
York, is in charge of the party. The men 
say they are here to peddle rugs and anti 
quities for Abdemont. They will be held 
pending an investigation. 

Cloud Burnt In Colorado. 

DENVER, July 23.— A cloud burst 
Clear Creek Canyon, last night, completely 
demolishing two railroad bridges, near tl 
forks of the creek. The railroad restaurant 
and station house were also swept by a. 
Hood which came down the canyon. Th 
railroad track and road bed from the Forks 
to Golden was completely washed away 
Two hundred men and a train load of bridge 
timbers and other material were sent to the 
canyon to-day. It is thought it will take 
three days to get the road in running order 
•gain. No lives were lost so far as known 

The Susar Trunt Salt. 

Brooklyn, 'July 23.— The suit to wind 
up the sugar trust was begun in the King's 
county supreme court to-day. Eleven trus 
tees of the trust art) the plaintiffs, and sev- 
eral sugar refilling lirnis and live gentlemen 
who represent the holders of $15,000,000 
stock u re the defendant?. Plaintiffs allege 
that they hold the monies lor which they 
are fully able to account, and that as under 
a decision of the court of appeal all corpora- 
tions belonging to the tniac may be dis- 
solved, thus the purposes of the agreement 
have failed. Plain tills demand, among 
other things, that the agreement be re- 
scinded or declared inoperative. 

Burned In n Tenement House. 

Cincinnati, July 23.— The four-storey 
tenement house at 44 West Front street 
was destroyed by fire at 1 1 o'clock to-night. 
The first floor was occupied by Simon 
Minces, as a second hand clothing store, and 
in this part of tho building the Hume was 
discovered. Minces lived on the second 
story with his family. The firo spread 
rapidly and cut oil' the escape of Minces, his 
10-year old son Harry, and an unknown 
woman supposed to be Mrs. Minces. The 
bodies were recovered and taken to tin 
morgue. Three other persons were badly 
burned before they were rescued. 

M'oolen Factory Burned. 

Pittfuukq, Pa., July 23.— The largo 
woolen manufacturing establishment of 
Brud.uy, Birton and Co., on the 
aveniu, Alleghany city, was almost totally 
destroyed by lire this evening. The fire 
was of unknown origin. Fireman Mens- 
chausen and hosemun Hortz, Fletcher and 
Bibbo, were buried under a falling brick 
wall. T,hoy were quickly dug out and sent 
to the hospital. Their injuries are serious. 
The woolen company ceased manufacturing 
last fall and had removed the greater part 
of their stock and machinery from the build- 
ing. Loss 8700,000. 

The South American Mar. 

NEW ORLEANS, July 23. — Consul-general 
Martinez, of Guatemala, has received a ca- 
blegram from the Guatemalan minister of 
Mexico, stating that there has been no bat- 
tle between tho Guatemalans and .San Sal- 
vadorinns. The cablegram also says that 
representatives of live Central American 
states, on the 21st inst., signed an agree- 
ment asking General Ezeta to vacate con- 
trol of Sun Salvador. 

The Welding is illegal. 

Boston, Mass., July 23. —A special from 
Narragansett Pier says that yesterday Cleo 
Juliet Weed, u very pretty lady, sister to 
Governor Sprsgue's wife, and who had been 
visiting there, eloped with Howard Sua ton, 
of Lynn, Mass., who hud been there about 
six weeks attending to some electrical en- 
gineering lit the local electric light station. 
The couple drove to Kingston, where they 
wero married by Rev. Mr. Clark, the Bap 
tist minister. On the marriage license 
which the groom gave, his age wus stated as 
21, and that of the bride as 21 also. Alter 
the ceremony they returned to the Pier, 



where Mrs. Seaton informed Mrs. Sprngue 
of the marriage. Governor Sprague cate- 
chised Seaton, well knowing that tho bride 
was under uge, anil doubting Scaton's being 
of age either. He informed the latter that 
his marriage wus illegal, as the consent of 
guardians and parents had not been ob- 
tained. Lust night the ludy remained at 
Canonchet and Seaton at his boarding place. 
Governor Sprague is to have the marriage 
annulled on account of its illegality. 

Burned at Sen. 
New York, July 23. — The National Lino 
Steamship Co. received a cablegram this 
afternoon confirming the firo and abandon- 
ment of tho steamship Egypt. The com- 
pany say that on July 15th, fivo days out 
from this port, fire was discovered in tho 
lower hold of the steamer among 800 bales 
of cotton. The hatches were battened and 
efforts made to smother the flames; but in 
spite of all the efforts of tho crew and 25 
cattlemen on board, tho fire burned fiercely 
and spread to 400 cases of lard oil, which 
were stored amidships. The heat then 
became so great that all hands were driven 
aft, and the cattle, driven mad by the 
flames, stampeded and overran the ship. 
The crew battled with the fire all the night 
of the 16th, and at daybreak on tho lOlh, 
seeing that their efforts wero futile, it was 
decided to abandon the vessel and take to 
the boats. The captain and all of the 72 
men and 25 cattlemen then left tho ship in 
three boats, and after tossing about until 
5 o'clock on Thursday night, the 17th inst. 
they were picked up by tho oil tank 
steamer Manhattan, from which steamer the 
rescued crew is expected to be landed at 
Dover to-night or to-morrow morning. The 
steamer Spaarnham, which arrived at 
Rotterdam this afternoon, and which had 
sighted the Manhattan and taken on board 
a few of the rescued men, and signalled the 
news of the disaster to Lloyd's agency, at 
the Isle of Wight, arrived this afternoon. 

THE GREAT NORTHERN It. R. 

The Contract for Seventy-Seven Miles of the 
Road Let- Work lo Begin In Vive Days. 

The Seattle Post Intelligence suys: — 
Vice President W. P. Clougll and Chief 
Engineer E. H. Buckler, of the Great 
Northern, returned yesterday morning 
from down to the Sound. They look up 
tho various bids sent in to tho number of 
twenty, for tho construction of the 
Seattle & Montana railway from Seattle 
to a connection with the Fairhavon & 
Northern railroad, a distance of seventv- 
Beven miles, as shown by the plans and 
profiles. The contract was awarded to 
Sherpard & Company, of St. Paul, re- 
presented by C. C. Henry, contractor. 
Under thn contract work is to begin 
within live days from the date of award- 
ing it. Colonel Olough said yesterday 
afternoon that w rk would be commenc- 
ed all along the line as fast as forces of 
men could be obtained, and rushed to 
completion this year. Already the line 
has been piled a distance of about a inilo 
along tho harbor front at tho north end 
of the city and a largo force of men is 
working there steadily. Twenty engin- 
eering corps are now in the field, another 
corps will leave Helena to-day, and more 
will be put in the field as fast as they can 
get ready. The road is not all definitely 
located, although it is nearly enough so 
to admit of work going on, and definite 
location throughout will be made this 
week. 



THE STEAMSHIP WAR. 

Traffic Manager Rico Interviewed at Portland 
as to the Intentions of Hit Company. 

Portland, July 21. — George H. Rice, 
traffic manager of the Pacific Moil and 
the Occidental and Oriental steamship 
company, in a long interview to-day said 
that his company would not allow the 
Canadian Pacific company to do business 
in San Francisco at a profit. "The Can- 
adian Pacific people can buy it," and he, 
"but they soon will find out who they are 
dealing with. The American steamships 
can just as well carry the Chinese and 
Japanese merchandise as the Canadian 
Pacific, and in a short time wo propose to 
have a sys em of trans- Pacific transporta- 
tion fully equipped and in service. Chin- 
ese freight can be sent across by the 
Nor hern and Union Pacific lines just as 
well as by the Canadian and Sou hern. 
With the combined service of the Pacific 
Mail and Oriental and Occidental steam- 
ship companies, a steamer leaves 'Frisco 
for China every 11 days, returning I he 
same distance apart. Only the Pacific 
Mail steamers will run to Victoria, how- 
ever, which will bring a China boat, there 
about once every three weeks, each way. 
Mr. Rico stated, further, that business is 
picking up somewhat ill San Francisco, 
after a very dull spring. The third 
.steamer, which will touch at Victoria, is 
the City of Rio Janeiro, or City of Rio, 
she is more commonly called.

THE MUGKRATS INTUITION. 

An a Weather Prophet Ho Can Olvo Points 
to General Greeley. 
Judson Rockwell, of Witipping, has 
groat con fldonco in the meteorological 
wisdom of tho festive muskrat, and cer- 
tainly has some reason for his faith, 
says a Connecticut correspondent of the 
New York Sun. He believes that u 
muskrat can foresee cold weather and 
floods three or four days in advance with 
far more accuracy than General Crecloy 
can with all his expensive weather bu- 
reau. 

Tho muskrat is an odd animal, who 
builds his house in the shallow water of 
a pond or morass late in the fall, and his 
personal comfort hinges on his ability 
to foretell what the weather is going' to 
bo at long rango. lie must know when 
ho puts up his comical mud hut just, 
how heavy the February and spring 
freshets will be, so that the top chamber 
of the house will bo out of tho wet when 
tho freshets swirl about it. On sunny 
days in winter when the water;, of the 
ponds are free of ice, tho muskrat claws 
upon the subaqueous door of his dwell- 
ing and goes drifting about the 
sparkling lake, his sleek black 
nose and face just parting' 
tho waves and leaving' a long' 
triangular wake spreading afar as be 
sails. On such days he lays in a supply 
of trout and other fish, which he catches 
expertly, lurking behind a stump or 
rock. Hut be must know two or three 
days in advance of the approach of ;. 
cold wave that will fetter the pond, so 
that bo can retire into his hut and solid- 
ly closo up its submerged gate, banking 
it with turf. 

Judson Rockwell has watched musk- 
rats for many years, being' a veteran 
trapper, and his knowledge of their 
traits enables him to predict the advent 
of a cold wave with a correctness that 
astonishes all his neighbors, who pin 
their faith to the predictions of old 
probabilities. Early ono March while 
Connecticut was basking in April-like 
sunshine and people in all parts of the 
Stato were killing striped snakes and 
picking dandelion greens, Judson visited 
his muskrat traps and found three fine 
minks in thetn. Hut it was by no moans 
glee on account of bis profitable capture 
that irradiated his face as he went back 
to Wapping and hastened to the village 
store with his budget of news. He had 
made a discovery, and as soon as ho re- 
covered breath enough ho recounted it. 
"The musk rats are closing up thoii 
holes," said he, "and you can bet all 
you're worth wo shall have a cold wavo 
in loss than four days. Now romorabor 
that." Just - three days later came the 
coldest weather of the winter, which 
flung a bridge of ice four or live inches 
thick across nvory lake.

OBSERVE THE AMENITIES. 

No onu who 1ms any regard for the de- 
cencies of civilized life can read the 
resolutions adopted by the so-called in- 
dignation meeting at Nanaimo without 
feelings of the strongest disapproval. 
There can be no excuse for such brutality. 
If the men who spoke in favor of those 
resolutions wished to kill any sympathy 
felt for the striking miners by respectable 
people they could not have taken a more 
effec ual way of doing so than by giving 
expression to their sentiments in such a 
coarse and unfeeling manner. There is 
no reason why the miners should insult 
and vilify those with whom they cannot 
;igree in a matter of business. This is 
not how business is done by people gene- 
rally. Men who have a ] roper respect 
for themselves and who wish to gain the 
respect and sympathy of others treat 
those with whom they have dealings with 
moderation and civility. Nothing is 
gained by rudeness and incivility. We 
are quite sure that the cause of the 
miners was stronger in this commuui y 
befor-j those outrageous and absurdly in- 
consistent resolutions carried at tho 
meeting of tho miners of the New Van- 
couver Coal company wero published 
■ban it is to-day. 

There is no reason why tho miners and 
their sympathisers should express them- 
selves even roughly. In tlie first place 
there is nothing to be gained by going 
beyond the bounds of decency in the 
slightest degree Tin; mine-owners will not 
bo the better inclined to come to a com- 
promise with their work people after they 
have been grossly insulted, and the out- 
side community will not bo the any more 
more to sympathise with and to aid the 
strikers because their liiends resort to 
abuse of the lowest and most aggravating 
kind when they cannot have their own 
way. 

The dispute between the parties is a 
business dispute. The men, who were 
■earning good wages, said to th ir em- 
ployers in effect, we will not work unless 
you comply with .such and such condi- 
tion , nol i towages, but as to hours of 
1 iii >r and i.ie recognition of labor organ i- 
Kitions. Tile employers replied, wo do 
not h pprovo of your conditions and will 
not i.gree to adopt them. Both parties 
were perfectly free— the miners to make 
the terms and the owners to accept or re- 
ject them. There was no compulsion on 
either side. 

In all other trades offers are every day 
made and rejected and no harm is done. 
The parties after the negotiations are 
over are as good friends as ever. They 
cannot agr. e as to matter of business and 
that is all there is about it. There is no 
agitation and neither party dreams of 
airing his or their grievances in the news- 
papers ! 

In this particular instance tho miners 
took tli o first step. If they had chosen 
every man of them might be at work to- 
day eai ning as good wages as any coal 
miners on the continent of America. 
They did not choose to go to work again 
after their terms wuro rejected. No onu 
questions their right to cease working in 
the Wellington mines, and no one, wo 
preBuine disputes tho right of DunsnvuiriS; 
Sons to reject tho miner's tortus. 

Some of tho miners lived iu cottages 
owned by the firm, They occupied 
those cottages only as long as thoy 



them, many days after fcho strike 
be^an — quite time onough to look 
out for some other lodgings— and now 
when tho houses aro wanted for other 
workmen, somo minors in Ntinairnu 
are, or affect to bo, very indignant. 

Those who take tho trouble to- think 
must see that if there is any eviction tin; 
miners evicted themselves. The moment 
they ceased to work in tho Dunsmuir 
mines that moment they ceased to have a 
right to live in tho Dunsmuir cottages. 
They were not compelled to leave the 
mines. That thoy did of their own free 
will. It was really just as reasonable to 
require the firm to pay them wages after 
thev struck work as to oxpect its mem- 
bers to permit them, after they had left 
their employ, to livo in houses built ex- 
pressly for men who worked in the mines. 



a largo majority of tho loyal citizens of 
Berlin.

We say nothing now as to the merits of 
the dispute between Dunsmuir & Sons 
and the miners. All that we contend is 
that both tho Dunsmuirs and the Well- 
ington miners are free to make what bar- 
gain thay can with each other, and, if 
they cannot agree, neither deserves re- 
proach. They are free, too, if they can- 
not come to a settlement, to part— the 
firm to work their mine in the way they 
seo fit, and the men to get employment 
on terms that .are agreeable to them. 

Wc hear that there are miners in 
Wellington wdio tire desirous to work on 
the old conditions, but who are afraid to 
exercise their undoubted right to work 
when they like andforwhom they like. We 
trust, that this is not true. This ought to 
be a free country, a' d no man should 
bo permitted by threats and violence to 
prevent his neighbor from working for 
whom he pleases and on the conditions 
that suit him. 



BISMAECK'S DISCO NTJiNT. 



Prince Bismarck does not enjoy retire- 
ment. Ho oviden ly resents his dis- 
missal by the young Emperor, and he 
does not even attempt to hide liis dis- 
content. Many men of far less ability 
than Princj Bismarck would hide their 
chagrin. Tiny would present to the 
public a smiling face and apeak of their 
retirement from ollice in the softest and 
mildest terois they could command. But 
tho old statesman, who has done so much 
for Germany, is too proud to attempt to 
conceal or soften down any of the un- 
pleasant facts connected with his dis- 
missal. He evidently believes that it 
there is any reproach or odium attaching 
to that evjnt it does not fall upon 
him. He knows that he has done his 
duty and that be deserves well of his 
country and his sovereign, and it is 
owing to no fault of his that he litis been 
slighted and unfairly treated. He 
evidently thinks it not worth hi* while to 
play the Stoic and affect an equaninity 
which ho does not feel. He, a little 
while ago, unburdened his mind to a 
deputation from thirty thousand citizens 
of Berlin, who waited upon him with uu 
address, fie spoke to them trankly and 
unreserved, and it can easily be 
seen from his reply how he feels. The 
following tire the couclud ng paragraphs 
of his speech to tho deputation : 

"I feel it to be my duty to express my 
opinion to tho many who wish to hear it, 
b th at home and abroad, and not to 
hold my peace. An old proverb has it. 
that when God places any olio in ollice 
He also gives understanding to the holder 
thereof; but people would now like to re- 
verse the order of this saying, and declare 
that when God deprives any one of office 
Ho also deprives him of his intellect. 
Let me tell y u, however, that 1 am ex- 
actly the same man I was three months 
ago, and lay claim to the same amount of 
intelligence as I then possessed. Nor 
will 1 yieid to dictation, though 1 should 
have to stand alone. It is t he duty of a 
man like me to be free with his opinion, 
even in the highest, quarters, and these 
are just the very quarters where such a 
duty becomes imperative. A good min- 
ister ought not to regard the frowns ol 
the Monarch whom he serves, hut out 
witli hii opinion to him, f ank and free, 
in the event of tin advors • decision, he 
may then choose whether he will yield or 
go ('se snumettre on se demettre'). 

"But, though no longer in offi 'e, 1 
have still retained the right of every citi- 
zen to give free expression Co hU opinion. 
1 cannot demean myself like a dumb 
dog ; and I have done nothing beyond 
supporting the peace policy of my suc- 
cessor, which it was ever niyaim to pro- 
mote and keep in view. Everything 1 
Bay and do is iu the interest of the dynas- 
ty and of peace. I will not indulge in 
criticism of anything — not of the stipula- 
tions of the Anglo-German agreement. I 
am accused of having granted interviews 
to foreign journalists, hut I eauno admit 
tho justice of the reproach, for formerly, 
when still in office, tho Russian Dress 
was not available for mo to refute the 
manifold lies circulating in it. But now, 
when, iu virtue of tho repute which 1 
still always enjoy, I get an opportunity 
of serving the policy of peace, which has 
over been tho task of my life, by means 
of a journal which has a circulation in 
Russia of hundreds of thousands (which 
journal is this V) people ought to be grate- 
ful to mo instead of angry w ith nio for 
using it. 

"People may got angry with mo, but I 
have always been accustomed to act in ac- 
cordance with my convictions. 1 cannot 
simply blot out, 40 years of my life, Were 
it otherwise, I should have quietly de- 
voted myself to my oats and potatoes, 
but to expect of mo at tin's time of day 
that I should all at once turn farmer and 
nothing more— is it possible i 1 must lie 
taken as I am. Gentlemen, I shall be 
glad 'o hear that you agree with tlieso 
views of mine, in well as that, you mean 



MUCH WANTED. 

The Corporation is, we trust, alive to 
tho fact that tho property on both sides 
of tho Ann is being rapidly disposed of 
to private citizens for residential pur- 
poses. Before very long every acre on 
both sides of that lovely estuary will be 
taken up, and there will not be a spot on 
its banks which tho public will bo able to 
c 11 their own. It is very desirable that 
tliH city should take measures to secure a 
piece of ground there which will answer 
tho double purpose of a park and a place 
from which regattas can be seen and the 
boats started. The citizens of the south 
and centre of the city have Beacon Hill 
Park for a recreation ground, hut those 
of the northern end and the northeastern 
and northwestern suburbs have no place 
in which they can spend a leisure hour 
quietly and pleasantly. 

Tlie piece of ground south of tho Gorge 
occupied by tho crowd on regatta days, 
would make a pretty little park, and it 
would always bo available for boat-racing 
purposes. A jetty could be built for a 
steamboat lauding and it could bo made a 
delightful resort for boating parties, 
which will soon have no place to land un- 
less they trespass upon the private 
grounds of the residents. The land can 
be purchased now for a comparatively 
moderate sum. A few years hence it will 
be out of tho Corporation's reach, and 
it will not be able to get a foot of land on 
the Arm for love or money. If the City 
Fathers took this matter into considera- 
tion, we think that they would come to 
tho conclusion that it is most desirable 
that a piece of land should be secured for 
the use of the citizens near the Gorge. 

THE CHOPS. 

Tho crop prospect in Manitoba and the 
Northwest Territories is most cheering. 
The wheat is out in head and looks well. 
Barley is ripening fast and is a good crop. 
its are thriving. Roots are growing 
splendidly in most places, and hay, which 
is no* nearly all saved, is a fair average 
crop. Unless somethii g untoward hap- 
pens thero will bo an abundant crop in 
tho whole of the Northwest. The far- 
mers say that there has not been such a 
good appearance since 1887. If tho fros* 
only keeps away there will be this year 
plenty and to spare in that part of the 
Dominion. From tho crop reports we 
conclude that the Mauitoban farmers are 
not placing their full trust in wheat, j 
They are growing a good deal of barley, 
which ripens early, and the area in oats 
is becoming larger. They are also paying 
more attention to their dairies. Iu short, 
a system of mixed farming is being estab- 
lished, which is far better for the country 
than placing too much reliance on a single 
crop. A good harvest this year wlil place 
Manitoba on its legs again. 

From Ontario the reports are pood. 
The crop looks well and in a week or two 
tho cereals will be past danger. Thero 
is this year in Ontario a fair crop of 
fruit. 

In the Maritime provinces the spring 
was backward and ungenial, but tho 
weather since has been favorable to vege- 
tation. The harvest in those provinces 
will be late but it promises to be abund- 
ant. The hay and roots look well. The 
harvest of the sea, too, is tolerably good. 
The mackerel are plentiful and of good 
quality. A good mackerel season is a 
great, benefit, to Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward Island. We have heard, too, 
that tho lobster catch is better this year 
than it has been for some years past. 
The fishermen are beginning to feel the 
beneficial effects of the regulation with 
respect to the close season which they 
grumbled at so loudly and so 'bitterly 
when they were first put iu force. 

The crop report from the United Stales 
is cheerful. Wheal on the whole is quite 
as crond as was expected. In Great Brit- 
ain the weather has not been favorable to 
vegetation, and tho prospect is that ihe 
crop will not bo up to Ihe average. On 
tho continent of Europe thero will boon 
the whole a fair harvest. In Australia 
wheat has suffered from rust and the or p 
of 1880-90 has been to a large extent a 
failure.

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NEWS FROM THE OttlK.,"!'. 

In Hong Kong thoy have been for 
su.no timu discussing tho (|U«ti<m of 
driiinago and water supply, and tliu Tele- 
graph of that city n w remarks: "Wo 
have been troubled lately with much 
science (and very little olse), both as re- 
gards the sanitation of the colony and 
our water supply." 

Advices from Foochow announces that 
on the Oangou market prices showed but 
little change. The nativis do not intend 
to bring all their teas down unless the de- 
mand is good, as they hope, in case no 
remunerative oilers were made, to save 
the heavy "likin," and other taxes, which 
thoy have to pay as soon as teas are 
moved. 

Owing to a notions political crisis in 
Coroa, caused partly by the pressure of 
China's representative upon the king, 
and also by American and Russian in- 
trigues, a body of American marines 
landed at Tnemulpo from the United 
States corvette Swatkha and marched 
upon the capital, Seonkn, Japanese 
marines wore also landed from a Japanese 
man-of-war and marched i n tlie capital 
at the same time. The troops were 
quartered at the United States legation. 
The United States have been intriguing 
to f^et a lease of Port Hamilton as a coal- 
iug station, and Japan and Russia would 
appear to have been privy to the job. 
Thon it leaked out about the American- 
Japanese loan to Korea of $1,500,000. 
Yuen and the Chinese Resident kicked 
up a row. The result is that rumors are 
alloat of the intention of th i British fleet 
to re-occupy Port Hamilton, and of 
Chinese vengeance, which has greatly ex- 
cited the people. 

EL M.S. Rambler had received definite 
instructions to search for ;md locate the 
unchartered rock on which the ss. Quetta 
had struck. 

According to the Pekiu fiazytte very 
groat progress has been noide with mining 
in the Yunnan district <if China. 
Many mines though not flourishing 
aru improving. During the last two 
years cupper and lead mines have been 
opened at Lutien, Youngshan, P'ingyi, 
FIsuanwen, Ningchow, ffohsi, and 
Sliihp'ing, besides those previously ex- 
isting. The total working expenses dur- 
ing this period have amounted to ovor 
Tls. (100,000, subscribed by shareholders 
at Chungking', Hankow, Shanghai and 
eiaewhoro.

The Vicumy Chang Ohih-tuug of the 
Hu Provinces issued a proclamation to 
pawnshop proprietors ordering them to 
reduce the rates of interest. Tha procla- 
mation commands that from the 1st moon 
»o the 9th moon it is legal to charge 24 
per cent to annum, but during the 10th, 
Llth and 12th moons only US per cent 
per annum shall be charged. Hitherto 
they have been in the habit of charging 
24 per cent per annum all the year 
round. 

The Portugese and Chinese authorities 
have boon grinning at each other again, 
the cause of trouble being he never 
settled boundary dispute. The Portu- 
gese Government propose carrying on 
reclamation works between the Btrrier 
and Green Island for the improvement 
of i he harbor, which, it is alleged by tile 
Chinese, will bring the north shore of 
the island and the proposed reclamation 
(to a line beyond the boon lary and oppo- 
site to neutral ground.

The Straits Times of the 14th 
u It . has the following: "The 
mail from Borneo announois the 
murder of four of the government 
police and three traders at Ponungttll, 
the most outlying station of the North 
Borneo government. It is stated that 
the murders were people of the Rawanow 
and Iran tribes, tribes always formerly 
believed to bo friendly and well disposed 
to the North Borneo government. 

According to the Choya SliimBun, the 
distress in Tokyo would not appear to bo 
.quite so great as is generally suppose !. 
Official reports from the 2(! stations show 
that there are 101 persons in danger of 
starvation, 584 in an extremely poor c n- 



dition, 4,678 in a condition of want, 
milking a grand total of 5,423. 

The remains of tho lute Marquis Tseng 
wero conveyed through tho Settlements 
to the Kiangnan Arsenal, where the local 
officials paid thoir lcspects before the 
final transfer of the remains to tho native 
place of the deceased. When the Hsin- 
gyu passed the Taku Forts, tho soldiers 
lined both sides of the river and kept up 
a fusilado in honor of the deceased status- 
man. On arriving at Woosung, the forts 
and gunboats fired salutes. Tho proces- 
sion was one of tho most imposing seen 
in Shanghai for a long time. 

Tho out-look of tho North Borneo to- 
bacco crop is most encouraging; the plan- 
tations are looking in splendid order, and 
planters are in high spirits. 

Tho passenger traffic between Austra- 
lasia and Hongkong is greatly on the in- 
crease. For some time past the steamers 
on tho route, from both sides, have been 
largely patronised. 

The faet that there are no public rick- 
shas in British Kowloon was painfully 
impressed on a Celestial vis'tor in the 
police court. The man was lined i?f> be- 
cause he mistook a Kowloon resident's 
ricksha for a public conveyance and 
under this hallucination assaulted the 
man in charge for refusing to give him a 
ride. 

Tho Yokohama silk market is experi- 
encing one of those unaccountable little 
booms which are sprung upon the trade 
from time to time, and prices have mado 
a considerable jump from opening rates, 
tho advance being on Filatures and Re- 
reels $50 to §60 per picul, and on hunks 
§30 to 845 per picul. 

A private letter from Haiphong sfcya : 
Tonkin is a very prosperous country. 
Every product tan bo found here. The 
rice crop i.s a splendid one, and if the 
second crop is also good the pacification 
of tho country will be a matter of only a 
few mouths. The climate here is by no 
nieaii3 bad. There is one terrible draw- 
back here, and that is water. 



ARE THEY FREE? 

To Ttit-: Editor ; — That some of the 
miners at Nauaiuio should have, in meet- 
ing assembled, passed such disgusting re- 
solutions as published is much to be re- 
gretted, seeing that such will take away 
the sympathy anyone may had with the 
minor and their grievances. It seems as 
if these men had becomo more slaves of 
their passions, had surrendered their free- 
dom to become bondsmen of the Union. 
Doubtless many at the meeting felt de- 
graded by the res lutions, but having 
bound themselves to the union, had to 
keep their mouths shut. It, is hypocrisy 
to prate about " brotherly love," and at 
the same time and in the same breath 
show that they do not possess a particle 
of it. 

Aa it stands, it appears that many of 
the Wellington miners are willing to 
resume work, but are afraid of being at 
least assaulted by their fellow-workmen. 
This must not be. Protection must be 
given to the orderly and industrious. 
Possibly it. i.s the old story, a number of 
agitators seeking their own ends make 
use of the weaker as mere implements to 
gain those end , and when it is remem- 
bered that very many of the miners can 
neither speak nor understand the English 
language, this case becomes the more 
probable. I hero will be no mid of this 
agitation until one side or the other con- 
quers, and to this end there is but ono 
proper way, a change of disposition of . 
people towards each other — more charity 
and less self; but such vicious resolutions | 
as those passed by the discontented 
Nanaimo miners is the way to stille 
'•brotherly love" and prevent reunion.

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BEBE, COURT DWARF. 

Queer Career of the Tom Thumb 
of the Last Century. 



The Diminutive Crcaturo Owned by King 
tttuolHiiiim of Poland— Numerous Perils 
to Which tlio Little Follow Was 
KxpoHctl — XIih Lust I>tiyn. 

The story of Bobo is a quaint bit of 
last century's history, which has just 
been roBoued from oblivion by a Conti- 
nental Dryasdust. Bebe is supposed to 
havo boon tho littlest man wlio ovor 
lived, says the Now York Sun. IIo was 
borne by a peasant woman in Lorraine 
just 150 years ag"t>, and was called Bebo 
because tho first few years of his life bo 
could artioulate only "b-b. : ' Thoday of 
his birth Bebe was smaller than his 
mother's band. Ton days afterward ho 
was taken to the villago church to be 
baptized in his mother's wooden shoe, 
because he was too tiny to bo carried 
safely in her arms. During the next. six 
months tho same wooden shoe served as 
Bebe's crib. 

Bebo's early childhood was unevent- 
ful, lie did not, grow and he did not 
talk. He was famous throughout 
Lrorraine, however, as the tmnningost 
md tiniest bit of Humanity ever seen. 
IIo was perfectly proportioned, hud 
wonderfully large and beautiful brown 
ryes, and was remarkably active upon 
his diminutive logs. When Bobo was 
about sovon yJ.'ars old King Stanislaus 
Lescssynski of Poland, who was then 

living in Lorraine, hoard what a 
wonderful little fellow he was. anil 
ordered the child's lather to bring him 
to court. Bobo, Sr., carried bis son to 
tho royal palace in a small basket. 

At time of his introduction to court 
life Bebo was just, twenty inches tall 
and weighed eight pounds. He never 
grow larger. At Qrst the King tried to 
teach him jokes and fairy stories and 
bits of questionable poetry. Bebo's in- 
telligence, however, was not equal to 
tho demands thus made upon it. His 
memory was so weak thai ho forgot one 
hour what he had learned the hour be- 
fore. Reading and writing were for him 
quite impossible. With all these fail- 
ings, however, he was by no means a 
failure as a court dwarf. He had a 
sweot little voice, a good ear for music, 
and nimble legs. He could dance and 
and kick and sing 1 with the best of the 
King's courtiers. He was very useful as 
a table ornament at all the King's great 
banquets. His most famous appearance 
in this rather curious role took place at 
a dinner which Stanislaus gave to the 
ambassador of a great power in 1755. 
In the middle of the table was an im- 
mense sugar castlo. Shortly before tho 
guests rose to loave, the. door of the 
castle opened, and a knight in full arm- 
or stepped out with a drawn sword in 
his right hand. All the guests thought 
the knight must be some wonderful 
automaton which the King had obtained 
from the skilled mechanics across the 
Rhino, lie wasn't, however. IIo was 
none other than little Bebe. lie walked 
around tho table, shook his sword in the 
face of every guest, saluted the King, 
and then turned back to the castlo en- 
t.-anco, whore ho assumed tho position 
of sentry. At a signal from the King 
every one at the table began to bombard 
him with small sugar balls. Bebe hur- 
ried at once in; i the castle, locked the 
door, mounted l!ic towor, and pretended 
to return the fire by setting off a lot of 
perfumed explosives. 

Within ten or twelve years after 
Bebe's appearance at court ho was one of 
tho most celebrated persons in royal so- 
ciety on the continent. With fame, 
however, came to him numerous perils. 
All tho sovereigns of Europe wero covet- 
ing him, and many of them tried hard to 
steal him. In 175S the Empress Cath- 
erine, of Russia, sent an emissary after 
him to the court of the Polish King. 
Late one evening, when the royal palaco 
was almost deserted, Catherine's emis- 
sary snapped Bebe up and stuffed him 
into the pocket of bis great coat. Bebo 
Screamed so lustily that he revealed the 
plot to the guard at tho door. The emis- 
sary was arrested and Bebe was rescued. 
Not long afterward Bebe accompanied 
Stanislaus to the court of Louis XV. in 
Versailles, where he again narrowly es- 
caped abduction. A lady of the French 
court had been holding him in her lap 
between the courses of a court dinner. 
Suddenly she roso to leave the room. 
Her first step was accompanied by a 
shrill cry frc.n tho folds of her gown: 
"Your Majesty, your Majesty, this lady 
has stuck me in her pocket, and is run- 
ning away with me.' 1 The voice was 
Bebe'S. lie was immediately dragged 
from tho court lady's pocket and placed 
under the guard of two pages, who were 
instructed by King Stanislaus to watch 
him day and night. 

The perils tr rough which ho had 
passed, and the strict surveillance to 
which he was now subjected, depressed 
Bebe'S spirits and demoralized his 
nervous system. lie became melan- 
choly, morose, round-shouldered and 
haggard. The King thought ho needed 
a companion to cheer him up. and there- 
fore married him with groat pomp and 
ceremony to Therese Souvray, a dwarf 
of about his ago and slightly greater 
stature. That was the last drop in 
Bebo's cup. Two weeks after his mar- 
riage ho lost his mind, lie ceased to 
talk entirely, ate little, and passed most 
of his time in his crib. 

His honeymoon was hardly up when 
ho died. Shortly before his death his 
clouded mind was cleared in a most re- 
markable manner. His memory, which 
had always boon weak and after his 
marriage had vanished, Sudddonly re- 
turned. Ho recollected all the inci- 
dents of his early childhood, his 
mother's face, which ho had not seen 
for fifteen years, and all tho songs which 
had been taught him since his advent 
to court. Hobo was just twenty-one. 
years old when ho died. Iiis wife 
Therese survived him forty-two years.

The Illstory of Two Encounters Fought 
In tho Dark. 

Several romarkablo duels havo )y < r\ 
fought in tho dark. In 1800 Isn: ' 
and Harry Orattan engaged in I 
dobato, which culminated in Cor. 
ing that G rattan, instead of addn ... 
him should, if ho had his ' deserts, bo 
standing at a folon's bar. Tho two loft 
tho houso immediately with friends, and 
although it was pitch dark, a mooting 
was then and there arranged, and at tho 
first shot C'orry's left arm was fractured. 

Ono night at Casala, Signer Uossi was 
playing "Hamlet" and was interrupted 
by tho loud talking and laughing of a 
body of young Italians. Finally ho 
stopped in the middle of a speech, and 
walking to tho footlights said: 
' "I will continue when yon will allow 
me." 

Tho chattoring stopped, but at tho 
conclusion of tho play the box-keeper 
handed him a challenge from ono of tho 
young men. The actor did not wish to 
appear afraid, but it was absolutely im- 
perative that be should leave Casala 
early the next morning, as he had to 
give a performance at Milan. Bo went 
to tho address of tho challenger and ex- 
plained matters to him, adding: 

"If you will dispense with the form- 
ality of seconds and will accompany 
mo to my hotel, 1 have a big room in 
which we can settle our little differences 
in time for mo to get away to Milan, if 
you will allow mo." 

The proposal was agreed to, and they 
repaired at once to Rossi's hotel. Hut 
they were not allowed to light their duel 
in peace, for tho landlord came to the 
door ami begged to be allowed to enter, 
lie had heard of the challenge, and see- 
ing Rossi return with a stranger his 
suspicions were aroused. It was all in 
vain that Uossi told him that his visitor 
had gone. Nothing would satisfy him 
unless ho saw the light extinguished. 

"We must humor him," whispered 
Rossi. "It will bo easy to take aim by 
tho sparks of our cigarettes." 

So the light was put out and tho land- 
lord went away, only, however, to boar 
in a fow minutes two loud reports and 
to find his fears confirmed on rushing 
back again. Rossi stood uninjured and 
his antagonist lay with a broken shoul- 
der-blade. 

THE WISE SHOPPER. 

How She Will Invest Ilor Husband's 
Hurd-Eariieri Dollars. 

Wholesome advice for shoppers is 
given by Alice Rathbono in Good House- 
keeping. At no time is the old saw, 
that if you will take caro of the pennies 
the pounds will take caroof themselves, 
more true than when ono is passing by 
tempting shop windows and counters of 
knick-knacks. If we bought only tho 
things we really wanted how many more 
of these wo might havo: 

"In tho homo of the wiso shopper wo 
shall find no trash; in its place are. well- 
chosen objects; few it may he, but each 
good of its kind. New hooks of worth 
wo shall find there, and artistic, needle- 
work, bright, bits of pottery or delicate 
porcelain, and photographs of some of 
tho treasures of the old-world galleries, 
all gathered together slowly and fondly 
witli the savod-up small change that by 
tho tnougntioss DUyer mignt nave Deon 
exchanged for trash. 

"Things of worth and boauty aro not- 
alone for thoso to whom 'a purchase is 
not a purchase,' since thoy 'have money 
enough and to spare.' A sharo of the 
beautiful may come to each of us who 
will wisely plan and wait for it, instead 
of snatching' up trash A good-sizod 
photograph of some favorite picture (of 
a Madonna, perhaps, with sweot, uplift- 
ing face), may be had for one dollar and 
a half, and tho samo amount will glaze 
and frame tho picture. Tho patient 
workers of Japan send us many curious 
tilings of valuo quite within the reach 
of those who will not squander on trash. 

"A simple bamboo frame for a cabinet 
photograph, of neatest construction, 
and pretty withal, was lately found in a 
Japanese storo for ono of thoso dimes 
that so easily slip from our grasp at the 
ten-cent, counter. Knowing the better 
things, our prudent holder of tho 
slender purso can pass, untempted, the 
crowded counters loaded with crudo 
wares of various kinds. For, looking at 
those wares as tho result of poor work- 
manship and poorer taste, she sees them 
in their true light and finds them only 
trash." 

Kigns of Approaching Death. 
The eminent Dr. Chiappoli states that 
ao has frequently noticed in patients, 
apparently very far from death, an extra- 
ordinary oponingof the eyelids, so much 
so as to give the eyes an appoaranco of 
protruding from their orbits, which ho 
considers an invariable sign that death 
will occur within twenty-four hours. In 
some cases, when only ono eye is wide 
open while the other remains normal, 
death will not follow quite so rapidly, 
hut will take place within seventy-two 
hours, there being not the slightest 
chanco for recovery after these symp- 
toms set in, however remote final disso- 
lution may seem to be. Chiappoli says 
hois utterly at a loss for an explana- 
tion of this death symptom, but as- 
cribes it to a diseased state of tho sym- 
pathetic nerve.

A new Egyptian association has boon 
formed, styled tho "Thewiliden" Com- 
pany, who are thn owners of a number 
of steamers which havo boon specially 
fitted for a regular sorvlco of passen- 
gers desiring to ascend tho river from 
Cairo to tho first cataract, visiting tho 
antiquities on tho banks. Tho forma- 
tion of this company has been sanc- 
tioned by a decree of tho Khedive, who 
has just inaugurated tho operations by 
a personal visit on board tho steamer El 
Khedevie. The saloon, ladies' boudoir, 
smoking room and all parts of tho 
steamer aro illuminated by 8:) electric 
lights of a total power of 'J.500 candlos, 
and tho decorations of tho apartments 
are of tho most ologant and luxurious 
character.— Scientific American
